WASHINGTON, Feb. 2 (AP)— 
The Senate voted today in favor 
of writing into the Constitution 
a provision that no one shall be 
denied the right to vote because 
of failure to pay a poll tax. The 
vote was 72 to 16. 

The Senate tacked an anti-poll 
tax rider sponsored by Senator 
Spessard Holland (Dem.), Flor- 
ida, onto another proposed con- 
Stitutional amendment. 

The other amendment, by Sen- 


ator Estes Kefauver (Dem.), 
Tennessee, would empower gov- 
ernors to fill vacancies in the 
House of Representatives if 
more than half the members 
should be-killed in an atomic at- 
tack or other disaster. 

A constitutional amendment 
must be approved by a _ two- 
thirds majority in both the Sen- 
ate and House, and ratified by 
three-fourths of the states, but 
it required only a majority vote 
to attach Holland’s rider to Ke- 
fauver’s amendment.

De Gaulle’s Next Move 


After eight days, the rising of the French 
in Algeria has collapsed—as it was bound to 
collapse unless the army deserted -President 
De Gaulle. Yet even though paratroops have 
torn down the barricades, neither the Presi- 
dent’s position nor the chance of an agree- 
ment with the Moslem rebels in Algeria has 
been enhanced. The crisis has ended without 
bloodshed, however, and that much is all to 
the good. 

True, the French soldiers did not join the 
demonstrators. Yet instead of dispersing them, 
the soldiers joked with them in the streets. 
This suggests that there may be a limit to the 
army’s loyalty. If it will not join rebels, 
neither willit take drastic action against them. 
This is very different from the threats of drop- 
ping paratroopers on Paris heard during the 
last painful days of the Fourth Republic. 
There is a question, too, whether some quiet 
bargain was not struck by the military leaders 
and the French settlers. 

Bargain or no. bargain, De Gaulle must have 
lost some of his prestige with the Moslem 
revolutionists. They probably are less eager 
to negotiate with him, since it may seem to 
them that even if an agreement were reached, 
the French army might be reluctant to imple- 
ment it. And the French settlers have made 
it more clear than ever that they are not 
ready to accept Algerian independence. 

It is quite probable that De Gaulle was re- 
luctant to see Frenchmen firing on French- 
men, and that therefore he tolerated the 
ambiguous situation for a week. It may be 
that he was willing to buy time at the cost of 
the prestige which would have come with firm 
and prompt action. But this absence of a 
show of strength will be remembered when 
De Gaulle goes to Moscow in March, to Wash- 
ington in April, and then to the summit 
conference. 

Frenchmen who are not too happy with the 
regime, be they of the Left or of the Right, also 
noticed that the army used smiles rather than 
tear gas. They may feel now that a change 
in the government, after.all, still is a political 
rather than a military matter. The business 
community has learned that for all De Gaulle’s 
admiration for Napoleon, he was not ready to 
clear the streets with “a whiff of grape.” The 
decline of prices on the Bourse may well be- 
token a loss of confidence. 

Parliament now has granted the cabinet 
emergency powers, the first time such extra- 
ordinary authority has been sanctioned since 
World War II. The exact meaning of this is 
not quite clear, but it may indicate Gen. De 
Gaulle is not satisfied with the way his Con- 
stitution is working. ; 

De Gaulle already had broad powers. The 
question is how he will use his authority to 
end the five-year war in Algeria. It is less 
probable than ever that the French in North 
Africa and their friends in Paris can over- 
whelm De Gaulle, no matter how much trouble 
they can cause. But only through firmness 
can he turn this advantage to good purpose. 
More is needed than compromise and face- 
saving. Even with the barricades down, the 
Algerian situation will remain worse than it 
was a week ago until General De Gaulle 
makes a decisive move to better it. 


Opportunity for the Ozark 


The full board of Aldermen will be pre- 
sented Friday with its first opportunity to fix 
the city route of the Ozark expressway 
through South St. Louis, a proposal to do so 
having been advanced without recommenda- 
tion by the streets committee. Let us hope 
the Board makes the most of this chance to 
serve the best interests of the city. 

Approval of the bill would end a prolonged 
and useless controversy which in the nature 
of things opponents of the proposal cannot 
win. It would pave the way for affected prop- 
erty owners to sell out at fair prices. It would 
assure the spending of some $30,000,000 in 
federal and state highway funds on a project 
essential to the financial health of St. Louis. 
And it would generally promote municipal 


progress. 

The six aldermen through whose wards the 
expressway would pass could be extremely 
influential in behalf of the measure if they 
would put the public interest first. They are 
Democratic Aldermen Leisure ef the Seventh 
Ward, Martino of the Eighth, Aboussie of the 
Ninth, Geisler of the Tenth, Villa of the 
Eleventh and Republican Haag of the Twelfth. 
We hope they put the good of their city ahead 
of petty interests of those who would block 
progress without sufficient reason. But 
they don’t, the Board as a whole has the 
right—indeed it bears a heavy duty—to adopt 
the proposal and get on to other business. 
The Ozark has been stalled far too long for 
the good of the city. 


Help for the Cities 

“It is a national disgrace,” according to the 
chairman of the American Council to Improve 
Our Neighborhoods, “that we have been more

FTC Laxity in the Drug Probe 


“A Federal Trade Commission examiner’s 
recommendation for dismissal of charges that 
Charles Pfizer & Co. deceptively advertised 
its patented antibiotic is the opposite of what 
the current disclosures of drug profiteering 
call for. Only last week the Department of 
Justice filed an anti-trust suit against Carter 
Products, Inc. and American Home Products 
Corp., charging them with conspiracy to mo- 
nopolize the market in mild tranquilizers (Mil- 
town, Equanil) and combination drugs. 


This tough action would now be followed 
by one as soft as down if Examiner Edward 
Creel has his way. Here would be govern- 
ment at cross-purposes. Mr. Creel is not im- 
pressed with Pfizer’s faking of professional 
physicians’ cards in a brochure declaring 
“more and more” doctors were using its trade- 
named product. 

He would set a precedent for letting the of- 
fender place the blame on an advertising com- 
pany, avoid responsibility for claims on the 
ground that it was careless about reading its 
own ads, and purge itself by stopping the of- 
fense as soon as it was found out. 

The Federal Trade Commission has so far 
shown little stomach for protecting the public 
against drug huckstering. Representative 
Blatnik of Minnesota, who headed a drug in- 
vestigation two years ago, says the commis- 
sion has not taken action in a single case. A 
year ago when Senator Magnuson of Wash- 
et demanded action in the Pfizer case the 
FTC questioned its jurisdiction. It cited a 
section of the law which sets lower standards 
for advertising to doctors than for advertising 
to the public. 

We trust that the FTC is going to begin 
taking a more responsible attitude toward its 
obligations to the public than it has done so 
far in response to the disclosures of greed 
and misrepresentation the Senate investiga- 
tion is producing. At the same time, Con- 
gress ought to amend the law to require as 


much honesty in advertising to doctors as in 


advertising to anyone else. 


After Nine Months at Sea 

In this age of super-powers, super-bombs 
and super-gadgets, it is easy enough to con- 
clude that the individual has lost the impor- 
tance assigned to him by the Bill of Rights. 
Nevertheless, this still is a world of indi- 
viduals, managed by individuals. To remind 
himself of the importance of individuality, 
Mirco Tapavica, a 48-year-old forester, pad- 
dled 5629 solitary miles from Buenos Aires to 
Miami. For nine months he virtually ignored 
the world to live with his own thoughts. In 
his report on the venture, he said: 

Today the rhythm of our life is too quick. 

In the immensity of the sea alone in a small 
boat you meet again your personality. It is 
not true that we are nothing in this world, 
but we are less than we think we are. When 
you are alone at sea you understand the 
valor and the pain and the happiness of 
human beings. 

Most of us cannot leave the world for nine 
months to re-learn this poetically stated truth. 
A brief escape from it, however, is salutary. 
Happily, it will be possible before long to take 
a few days off to wade a fast-running stream 
and angle with a light rod and a light leader 
for the wary trout, or to float for a few days 
on the Current while using a popping bug to 
entice the angry smallmouth: For the average 
body and the average soul that’s better than 
nine months in a fold boat on the South 
Atlantic.

More than 1,000,000 
copies of his pamphlet, “Herblock Looks at 
Communism,” have been printed in many 
languages and distributed overseas. 

If anyone has stood more strongly than 
Herblock against the erosion of the liberties 
of the individual in the years since World 
War II, his name does not come to mind. This 
bold, keen cartoonist has hit hard and often 
at the McCarthyites, the inquisitors, both pri- 
vate and governmental, the misguided, fright- 
ened eonformists. He knows the folly of har- 
assing special oaths, the evils of censorship, 
the wrongs in official suppression of informa- 
tion a self-governing people must weigh and 
act on. And he has told it all in his cartoons, 
as readers of the Post-Dispatch are aware. 

Herblock was greatly missed during his re- 
cent heart illness and his friends take it as 
a happy omen that he is now back at his 
drawing board. We can wish for him nothing

for making payments to an un- 
dercover manager, Gabe Geno- 
vese. 


From his -Providence .(R.I.) 
headquarters, N.B.A. President 
Anthony Maceroni said his or- 
ganization would recognize the 
New York bar. 

“But they have the right to 
present their cases before the 
N.B.A.’s grievance committee,” 
he said. “The committee will de- 
cide whether to continue to up- 
hold the New York action.” 

California and Massachusetts, 
neither of which is a member 
of the N.B.A‘, usually respect 
the decisions of the New York 
commission, which means that 
WDeJohn and Netro could be 
through. all over the country, 

Promoter Accepts Fine,

DeJohn, Netro and Rothschild 
all admitted they had made pay- 
ments to Genovese, who was 
convicted last June of being the 
undercover manager of Ludwig 
Lightburn, British Honduras 
lightweight. Genovese was sen- 
tenced to two years in prison. 

Under New York law, it is 
illegal for unlicensed persons to 
participate in boxing shows. It 
also is illegal for.a licensed pro- 
moter to deal with unlicensed 
persons in making matches, It 
was under these laws that the 
three were found guilty. 

Basilio Is Absolved. 
Basilio was absolved of any 
blame in the payments. The com- 

’ mission also declared his con- 
tract with DeJohn and Netro 
null and void and ordered him 
not to make any more payments 
out of his ring earnings to them. 

DeJohn admitted in hearings 
before the commission that he 
had paid Genovese a total of 
$34,000 for “services as a ring 
adviser and scout,” Netro said 
he paid Genovese ‘about $25,000 
for past favors. Each said he 
didn’t know the other was pay- 
ing Genovese. The commission 
didn’t believe them. It said: 

“The attempt to explain the 
payments to Gabe Genovese is 
a thin tissue of fabrication which 
this commission refuses to ac- 
cept.”’ 

Rothschild admitted paying 
Genovese $10,000 for his assist- 
ance in promoting the Basilio- 
Johnny Saxton welterweight title 
fight in Syracuse, Sept. 12, 1956. 
He said he did it because he 
couldn’t negotiate with Blinky 
Palermo, Saxton’s manager, who

Cardiographic Test 


IF A PATIENT’S HEART stopped, and you happened to 
have a cardiograph test in progress, the line on the chart 
would be a straight one. 

This, by the way, has happened, and sometimes the 
patient’s heart has been started again, and, alas, some- 
times not. | 

The point is that electrical impulses tell the heart when 
to beat. If they are not present, the heart does not beat. 

‘In the normal state, there is, for an appreciable length 
of time, no electrical impulse, no voltage. 


Then the impulse comes along, measured in a very 
small fraction of a volt, and the heart “beats.” The 
(impulse goes first to the upper portion of the heart, 
and then, very swiftly, it is transmitted to the lower 
section of the heart.’ The heart has four chambers, 
two upper ones, or “auricles,” ‘and two lower ones, 
or “ventricles.”

It is entirely possible for the voltage, and the 
rhythm of impulses, to become highly deranged, 
and yet improve again to a remarkable degree. That 
is why, at times, a whole series of cardiograms may 
be needed, showing whether the heart is gaining or 


So, if you look at a cardiogram, you see a straight line 
(meaning no voltage) and then see a sudden, sharp upward 
movement, meaning that an electrical impulse has occurred. 
This makes the upper chambers of the heart react, or ‘“‘pump.” 

Then the electrical impulse, in a split second, carries 


The gap between the first and second pulse of voltage 
is important. So, too, of course, is the regularity with which 
lf a patient has had a heart attack, 
very often there will be some delay between the two pulses. 

The shape of the curve (and the shape simply records the 
rise and fall of voltage) is also important. For one instance,
